Tur Hongkong Hotel is undoubtedly one 
of the best known, most important, and 
most‘useful of our many local institutions, 
and being the property of a Public Com- 
pany is a fitting topic for general comment. 
In view of the very large number of per- 
manent residents who patronise hotel life, 
coast ‘Stra visita 
and travellers constantly passing through 
Hongkong for all parts of the world, it 
must boadmitted that the hotel accommoda- 
tion of the Colony is altogether inadequate 
to satisfactorily meet modern requirements, 
A few years ayo we had no fewer than 
four ‘old established hotels: in. the central 
district. namely the Hongkong Hotel; 
Hotel. de l'Univers in Wyndham Street, 
Oriental Hotel in Wellington Street, and 
the Stag Hotel in-Queen’s Road, and each 
and all of these establishments received a 
fair share of public patronage, Both the 
Oriental and the Hotel de ['Univers have 
ceased tovexist, leaving only the Stag and 
the Hongkong Hotels to meet an ever 
inereasingg demand for first-class hotel 
accommodation, 


We live in an age of commercial enter- 
prise and ‘speculation, men and money 
being plentiful on all sides where under- 
takings showing probabilities of returning 
good profits are ready to hand,’ It fs 
therefore a matter of yreat general sur- 
prise that no attompt «has recently been 
mare by competent persons to establish’ 
on the latest modern principles a first-class 
hotel for this Colony. It has frequently been 
reported that the interests of the Directors 
cand Sharcholders of the Hongkong’ Hotel 
Company have invariably had such an 
overpowering interest with’ the Licensing 
Justices, as to exercise a paramount: in+ 
fluence in deciding: applications for licenses. 
In plain words the Justices were said to 
have more or less interest in the Hongkong 
Hotel, and on that account would always 
decline to grant a license to the promoters 
of any undertaking likely to blossom Into 
a formidable opposition, That such re- 
ports were utterly bascless we cannot 
doubt; but it is quite certain they obtained 
general credence, with the result that, en- 
terprise. in the direction alluded to was 
nipped in the bud, . ‘ ne 

On public grounds, aid asa question of: 
public utility and interest; the inadequacy 
of our present hotel accommodation should 


5 reccive immediate attention. «The, Stag 0 
"| Hotel is admittedly an admirably managed |.the, public. buildings, &c, are supplied with’-ten 


house; but its accommodation js so limited,. 
and its situation so far removed from the 
business centre and public ‘institutions of 
the Colony, that it can scarcely be taken 
into our calculations, The Hongkong 
Hotel is favourably situated in the centre 
of our chief thoroughfare, in immediate 
proximity to the principal ‘houses of busi- 


ness, and other public.establishments, and 


ossessesuirosrunitnitcdaccommodation, 
In fact, its situation and advantages are un- 
rivalled, and yet it is a-matter of notoriety 
and public discussion that, almost in every 
important respect, tho’ Hongkong Hotel 


fails to satisfactorily ‘meet the require- 
ments of the community. Hotel life is 
eminently snited for a very: large portion 
of our permanent residents, and would, 
no. douht,. be. far more yeneral were 
its details made more comfortable, To 
accomplish all that is necessary in’ this 
respect; to make the Hongkong Hotel a 
model of its class:and a credit and conve- 
nienee to the Colony, will be no Herculean 
task if properly taken in hanid. It behoves 
the Directors of the Hotel Company, in 
their own interests and the interests of the 
shareholders, to take this matter promptly 
in hand. Unless they do so it is positively 
certain that before long the crying: neces- 
sities of the Colony will bring into life an 
opposition which no amount of special local 
influence or cliqueism can extinguish, 

The Hongkong Hotel Company is made 
up of 2.090 shares of §100 cach, all of 
which have been fully paid up, It must 
be admitted that hitherto the Com- 
pany’s career has not been commer- 
cially a prosperous one, and, we think, 
simply because so little has been done to 
make, the best of their very valuable pro- 
-perty, We have neither time nor space at 
our disposal to trace the past history of 
the Comparfy, nor is it desirable or neces- 
/Sary that we should rake up matters which 
are gone, and well-nigh forgotten, It-is 
with the future we have to. deal. Hotel 
shares are quoted: in the market at 107, 
that is seven’ per cent. premium; by ener- 
yetic management, in less than two years 
the stock could be made well worth 8150 
per share, ‘At present the Hotel is let on 
lease at a rental of 82,000 per month. 
These figures speak for themselves. The 
lessees sub-let a large portion of the pre- 
mises to various storekcepers, and by this 
means effect a considerable reduction in 
the amount of rental without actually inter- 
fering with the hotel business as it is at 
presentcarricdon,, Some eighteen months 
of the Iease has yet to'run, and until the ex-: 
piration of this term preliminary arrange- 
ments alone canbemade. Weneed not go 
into the details of improvements which are 
absolutely necessary if the Hote] is to be 
made a paying concern; they “are clearly 
‘evident to those who have considered the 
subject. Particulars ofthe Hotel, its accom- 
modation and its resources, its peculiar ad- 
vantagres as being the only building in the 
Colony suitable for a high class hotel, and 
every detail connected with _it_ should 
be made public throughout Europe and 
America, and tenders invited for anew 
lease, Should a satisfactory lessee: be not 
secured, then the Directors should under- 
take to run the business on behalfof the 
shareholders.’ ‘Properly managed, we are 
of opinion that the Hongkong Hotel will 
return to the sharcholders, at the very 
lawest estimation, from six to seven thou- 
sand dollars per month,

“La Favorita” is deservedly one of the most ann 
popular of all Italian Operas, Its combined 
musical and dramatic merits are probably un- 
equalled, excepting by Verdi's great masterpiece 
“La Forza del Destino,” and in many respects 
Donizetti's brilliant music bears away the palm. 
The dramatic constriction of “La Favorita” is 
equal if not superior to any opera of ancient or 
modem times. As we gave a detailed sketch 
of the principal incidents of the story’ inour last 
issuc, a bricf outline will sufficiently answer our
